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‘lf this thing boomerangs’: Second wave of infections feared

WASHINGTON (AP) — As 

Europe and the U.S. loosen 
their lockdowns against the 
coronavirus, health experts 
are expressing growing 
dread over what they say 
is an all-but-certain second 
wave of deaths and infec- 
tions that could force go- 
vernments to clamp back 
down in a drawn-out, two 

- steps - forward - one - step 

- back process. “We're 
risking a backslide that will 
be intolerable,” said Dr. lan 
Lipkin of Columbia Univer- 
sity’s Center for Infection 
and Immunity. Around the 
world, German authorities 
began drawing up plans 


in case of a resurgence 
of the virus. Experts in Italy 
urged intensified efforts to 
identify new victims and 
trace their contacts. And 
France, which hasn’t yet 
eased its lockdown, has al- 
ready worked up a “recon- 
finement plan” in the event 
of a new wave. “There will 
be a second wave, but the 
problem is to which extent. 
In the U.S., with about half 
of the states easing their 
shutdowns to get their 
economies restarted and 
cellphone data showing 
that people are becoming 
restless and increasingly 
leaving home, public he- 
alth authorities are worried.

Many states have not put 
in place the robust tes- 
ting that experts believe is 
necessary to detect and 
contain new outbreaks. 
And many governors have 
pushed ahead before their 
states met one of the key 
benchmarks in the Trump 
administration’s guidelines 
for reopening -- a 14-day 
downward trajectory in 
new illnesses and infecti- 
ons. 

“If we relax these measures 
without having the proper 
public health safeguards 
in place, we can expect 
many more cases and, un- 
fortunately, more deaths,” 
said Josh Michaud, associ- 
ate director of global he- 
alth policy with the Kaiser 
Family Foundation in Wa- 
shington. 

Cases have continued to 
rise steadily in places such 
as lowa and Missouri since 
the governors began re- 
opening, while new infecti- 
ons have yo-yoed in Geor- 
gia, Tennessee and Texas. 
Lipkin said he is most wor- 
ried about two things: the 
reopening of bars, where 
people crowd together 
and lose their inhibitions, 
and large gatherings such 
as sporting events, con- 
certs and plays. Preventing 
outbreaks will require ag- 
gressive contact tracing 
powered by armies of pu- 
blic health workers hund- 


reds of thousands of peop- 
le strong, which the U.S. 
doesn’t yet have, Lipkin 
said. 

Worldwide the virus has 
infected more than 3.6 
million people and killed 
over a quarter-million, ac- 
cording to a tally by Johns 
Hopkins that experts agree 
understates the dimensions 
of the disaster because of 
limited testing, differences 
in counting the dead and 
concealment by some go- 
vernments. 

The U.S. has recorded over 
70,000 deaths and 1.2 mil- 
lion confirmed infections, 
while Europe has reported 


over 140,000 dead. 

This week, the researchers 
behind a widely cited mo- 
del from the University of 
Washington nearly dou- 
bled their projection of 
deaths in the U.S. to around 
134,000 through early Au- 
gust, in large part because 
of the easing of state stay- 
at-home restrictions. Ne- 
wly confirmed infections 
per day in the U.S. exceed 
20,000, and deaths per day 
are running well over 1,000. 
In hard-hit New York City, 
which has managed to 
bring down deaths dra- 
matically even as confir- 
med infections continue to 


rise around the rest of the 
country, Mayor Bill de Bla- 
sio warned that some sta- 
tes may be reopening too 
quickly. 

“My message to the rest 
of the country is learn from 
how much effort, how 
much discipline it took to 
finally bring these numbers 
down and follow the same 
path until you’re sure that 
it's being beaten back,” 
he said, “or else if this thing 
boomerangs, you're put- 
ting off any kind of restart 
or recovery a hell of a lot 
longer.” 

A century ago, the Spa- 
nish flu epidemic’s second 


wave was far deadlier than 
its first, in part because au- 
thorities allowed mass ga- 
therings from Philadelphia 
to San Francisco. 

President Donald Trump, 
who has pressed hard to 
ease the social-distancing 
restrictions that have throt- 
tled the economy and 
thrown more than 30 mil- 
lion Americans out of work, 
pulled back Wednesday 
on White House plans reve- 
aled a day earlier to wind 
down the coronavirus task 
force. 

He tweeted that the task 
force will continue meeting 
indefinitely with a “focus on 
SAFETY & OPENING UP OUR 
COUNTRY AGAIN.” 
Underscoring those eco- 
nomic concerns, the Euro- 
pean Union predicted the 
worst recession in its quar- 
ter-century history. And the 
U.S. unemployment rate 
for April, which comes out 
Friday, is expected to hit a 
staggering 16 percent, a 
level last seen during the 
Great Depression of the 
1930s. 

Governors continue to face 
demands, even lawsuits, to 
reopen. In Michigan, where 
armed demonstrators ente- 
red the Capitol last week, 
the Republican-led Legisla- 
ture sued Democratic Gov. 
Gretchen Whitmer, asking 
a judge to declare invalid 
her stay-at-home order, 
which runs at least through 
May 150

BALTIMORE (AP) — U.S. 
businesses cut an unprec- 
edented 20.2 million jobs 
in April, an epic collapse 
with coronavirus outbreak 
closing the offices, facto- 
ries, schools, construction 
sites and stores that propel 
the U.S. economy. 

The Wednesday report 
from payroll company 
ADP showed the tragic 
depth and scale of job 
losses that left no part of 
the world's largest econo- 
my unscathed. The losses 
will likely continue through 
May, with a recovery in 
hiring likely to begin in the 
months that follow, said 


Mark Zandi, chief econo- 
mist at Moody's Analytics. 
"This is one for the record 
books," Zandi said. "The 
good news is that we're at 
the apex of the job loss." 
Even though Zandi ex- 
pects hiring to resume in 
June as states ease lock- 
downs, he cautioned that 
it will be a "slog" over sev- 
eral years to recover all 
the jobs lost in April. 

The private industry report 
comes two days ahead 
of the official monthly job 
figures from the U.S. Labor 
Department. Economists 
believe the Friday report 
will reveal unemploy- 
ment in the U.S. stands at 
a shocking 16%, up from 


4.4% in March. 

According to ADP, the lei- 
sure and hospitality sector 
shed 8.6 million workers 
last month. Trade, trans- 
portation and utilities let 

3.4 million people go. Con- 
struction firms cut nearly 

2.5 million jobs, while man- 
ufacturers let go of rough- 
ly 1.7 million people. The 
health care sector cut 1 
million jobs, but education 
services eked out a gain 
of 28,000 as colleges and 
universities do not appear 
to have forced significant 
layoffs that could come 
later this year. 

More than half of April'sjob 
losses came from smaller 
companies with 500 work- 


ers or fewer. But larger em- 
ployers cut 8.9 million jobs. 
Polling by The Associated 
Press and NORC Center 
for Public Affairs Research 


indicates that nearly eight 
in 10 households that suf- 
fered job losses expect 
to return to their previous

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Justices wary of 'Obamacare' birth control coverage changes

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Supreme Court seemed 
concerned Wednesday 
about the sweep of Trump 
administration rules that 
would allow more employ- 
ers who cite a religious or 
moral objection to opt out 
of providing no-cost birth 
control to women as re- 
quired by the Affordable 
Care Act. 

The justices were hearing 
their third day of arguments 
conducted by telephone 
because of the corona- 
virus pandemic. The first 
of two cases before them 
Wednesday stemmed from 
the Obama-era health law, 
under which most employ- 
ers must cover birth control 
as a preventive service, at 
no charge to women, in 
their insurance plans. 

In 2017, the Trump ad- 
ministration announced it 
would broaden an exemp- 
tion to the contraceptive 
coverage requirement 
that previously applied to 
houses of worship, such as 
churches, synagogues and 
mosques. But the change 
was blocked by courts. 

The Supreme Court's four 
liberal justices suggested 
they were troubled by the 
changes, which the gov- 
ernment has estimated 
would cause about 70,000 
women, and at most 


126,000 women, to lose 
contraception coverage in 
one year. 

Chief Justice John Roberts, 
a key vote on a court split 
between conservatives 
and liberals, suggested 
that the Trump administra- 
tion's reliance on a federal 
religious freedom law to ex- 
pand the exemption was 
"too broad." 

And Justice Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg, who joined the 


conversation from a Mary- 
land hospital where she 
was being treated for an 
infection caused by a gall- 
stone, gave the govern- 
ment's top Supreme Court 
lawyer, Solicitor General 
Noel Franciso, what sound- 
ed like a lecture. 

"You have just tossed en- 
tirely to the wind what Con- 
gress thought was essen- 
tial, that is that women be 
provided these .... services 


with no hassle, no cost to 
them," said Ginsburg, who 
is expected to be in the 
hospital for a day or two. 
The court's conservative 
justices seemed more will- 
ing to side with the adminis- 
tration, with Trump appoin- 
tee Justice Brett Kavana- 
ugh suggesting the admin- 
istration's changes might 
be considered "within the 
bounds of reasonable." 
Beyond exempting 

churches, synagogues and 
mosques from the contra- 
ceptive coverage require- 
ment, the Obama adminis- 
tration also created a way 
by which religiously affiliat- 
ed organizations including 
hospitals, universities and 
charities could opt out of 
paying for contraception, 
but women on their health 
plans would still get no-cost 
birth control. Some groups 
complained the opt-out 
process itself violated their 
religious beliefs. 

That opt-out process was 
the subject of a previous 
Supreme Court case, but 
the court, with only eight 
justices at the time be- 
cause of the death of Jus- 
tice Antonin Scalia, didn't 
decide the issue. It instead 
sent both sides back to see 
if they could work out a 
compromise. 


That didn't happen. "Is it re- 
ally the case that there is 
no way to resolve those dif- 
ferences?" Roberts asked 
at one point. 

After the Trump adminis- 
tration took over, officials 
announced a rule change 
that allows many compa- 
nies and organization with 
religious or moral objec- 
tions to opt out of covering 
birth control without pro- 
viding an alternate avenue 
for coverage. 

New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania challenged the 
rules in court, and a judge 
blocked them from go- 
ing into effect. The judge 
found the Trump adminis- 
tration did not follow prop- 
er procedures for issuing 
the rules. An appeals court 
agreed, and the adminis- 
tration appealed to the Su- 
preme Court to step in, as 
did the Little Sisters of the 
Poor. The order of Roman 
Catholic nuns had been 
instrumental in challenging 
the Obama administration 
rules. 

But on Wednesday, Justice 
Sonia Sotomayor ques- 
tioned why the Little Sisters 
of the Poor were even at 
the court because for a 
number of reasons they 
don't have to provide con- 
traceptive coverage. So- 
tomayor also referenced 
the coronavirus pandemic 
during herquestioning, ask- 
ing attorney Paul Clement, 
who was representing the 
nuns, whether an employer 
might be able to object to 
paying for a coronavirus 
vaccine. He said "no." 

Even though the Trump 
rules remain blocked, a 
ruling by a federal judge 
in Texas in June already 
allows most people who 
object to covering contra- 
ception to avoid doing so. 
In the second case the jus- 
tices heard Wednesday, 
political consultants and 
pollsters were among those 
asking the Supreme Court 
to strike down a federal law 
from 1991 that bars them 
from making robocalls to 
cellphones. 

The case only arose after 
Congress in 2015 created 
an exception in the law 
that allows the automated 
calls for collection of gov- 
ernment debt. □ 


Official: U.S. must move ahead with 
nuclear weapons work

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) 

— A top nuclear security 
official says the U.S. must 
move ahead with plans 
to ramp up production of 
key components for the 
nation's nuclear arsenal 
despite the challenges 
presented by the corona- 
virus.Federal officials have 
set a deadline of 2030 for 
increased production of 
the plutonium cores used 
in nuclear weapons. The 
work will be split between 
Los Alamos National Labo- 
ratory in New Mexico and 


the Savannah River Site in 
South Carolina. At stake 
are jobs and billions of 
federal dollars to upgrade 
buildings or construct new 
factories. National Nucle- 
ar Security Administrator 
Lisa Gordon-Hagerty said 
in recent letter to U.S. Sen. 
Tom Udall, a New Mexico 
Democrat, that her agen- 
cy has worked with the 
contractor that manages 
Los Alamos on precau- 
tions to protect employees 
from the virus while mov- 
ing ahead with defense 
work. "The plutonium pit 
production mission is one 
of our highest national se- 


curity priorities and is be- 
ing done in accordance 
with congressional direc- 
tion," she wrote. "We must 
press forward with this 
project in order to meet 
Department of Defense 
deliverables."Gordon- 
Hagerty didn't specify 
what steps were taken 
to safeguard workers. Los 
Alamos directorThom Ma- 
son has said more than 
85% of the laboratory's 
workforce is working from 
home and measures "fol- 
lowing CDC guidelines" 
are in place for those do- 
ing national security work 
and protecting the lab. □

MOSCOW (AP) — Two Rus- 
sian doctors have died 
and another was seriously 
injured in falls from hospital 
windows after they report- 
edly came under pressure 
over working conditions in 
the coronavirus pandemic. 
The exact circumstances 
of the separate incidents in 
the last two weeks remain 
unclear and they are being 
investigated by police, but 
they underscore the enor- 
mous strains that Russian 
doctors and nurses have 
faced during the outbreak. 
Reports said two of the 
doctors had protested their 
working conditions and the 
third was being blamed 
after her colleagues con- 
tracted the virus. 

Across Russia, doctors have 
decried shortages of pro- 
tective equipment and 
questionable infection con- 
trol procedures at dozens 
of hospitals, with many say- 
ing they have been threat- 
ened with dismissal or even 
prosecution for going pub- 
lic with their grievances. 
Hundreds of medical work- 
ers also have gotten infect- 
ed.Dr. Alexander Shulepov, 
who works on an ambu- 
lance crew in the Voronezh 
region, 500 kilometers (310 
miles) south of Moscow, fell 
from a second-floor win- 
dow May 2 at a hospital 
where he was being treat- 


ed for COVID-19, breaking 
several ribs and fracturing 
his skull. In a video posted 
earlier on social media by 
his colleague, Alexander 
Kosyakin, both complained 
about shortages of protec- 
tive gear. In the video, the 
37-year-old Shulepov said 
he was being forced to fin- 
ish his shift despite being di- 
agnosed with COVID-19. 
But later, local health offi- 
cials shared another video 
of Shulepov on social me- 
dia in which he retracted 
his earlier complaints, say- 
ing he was being emotion- 
al. Kosyakin was accused 


of spreading false news 
about the shortages after 
posting the video and is 
under investigation. He re- 
fused to comment to The 
Associated Press. 

It is unclear what caused 
Shulepov's fall. Some lo- 
cal media reports said 
he slipped while trying to 
climb from his window for a 
smoke outside, while others 
suggested it was due to the 
pressure for airing his com- 
plaints in public. 

A doctor died from injuries 
she sustained in an April 25 
fall in the city of Krasnoyarsk 
in western Siberia. Dr. Yele- 


na Nepomnyashchaya, 
acting head of a hospital, 
fell from her fifth-floor of- 
fice window right after she 
had a conference call with 
regional health officials, lo- 
cal media reported, citing 
anonymous sources. 

The reports said Nepom- 
nyashchaya had argued 
against converting a ward 
in her hospital for corona- 
virus patients because of 
severe shortages of protec- 
tive equipment and trained 
personnel, but she failed 
to sway the officials. Kras- 
noyarsk health officials de- 
nied such a call took place. 


Nepomnyashchaya died 
May 1 in intensive care. 

On April 24, Dr. Natalya 
Levedeva sustained fatal 
injuries after falling out of 
a window in a hospital in 
Moscow, where she was 
admitted with suspected 
COVID-19. She ran an am- 
bulance station in Star City, 
Russia’s spaceflight training 
facility just outside Moscow, 
which reported several 
dozen coronavirus cases in 
April. Levedeva died imme- 
diately after the fall, which 
health officials said was an 
accident. Some media, re- 
ports however, suggested 
she was distraught after 
being accused of failing to 
protect her staff from get- 
ting infected and had killed 
herself because of it. 

Russia has reported 166,000 
infections and 1,537 virus 
deaths, but health officials 
in the West have said the 
country was underreport- 
ing its infections and fa- 
talities. There is no official 
data on how many Russian 
health workers have died 
working on the front lines 
of the pandemic and Rus- 
sia's Health Ministry did not 
respond to AP's numerous 
requests for comment. 

Last week, a group of Rus- 
sian doctors compiled an 
online Memory List of doc- 
tors, nurses and other medi- 
cal personnel who died 
during the outbreak. The list 
currently has 111 namesO 


Thai elephants, out of work due to coronavirus, trudge home

BANGKOK (AP) — The mil- 
lions of unemployed in Thai- 
land due to the coronavirus 
include elephants which 
depend on the tourist in- 
dustry to feed their vora- 
cious appetites. With scant 
numbers of foreign visi- 
tors, commercial elephant 
camps and sanctuaries 
lack funds for their upkeep 
and have sent more than 
100 of the animals trudging 
as far as 150 kilometers (95 
miles) back to their homes. 
The Save Elephant Foun- 
dation in the northern 
province of Chiang Mai 
has been promoting the 
elephants' return to the 


greener pastures of home. 
The foundation supports 
fundraising appeals to feed 
animals still housed at tour- 
ist parks, but also believes it 
is good for them to return to 
their natural habitat where 
they can be more self-suf- 
ficient. 

The situation is critical. Lon- 
don-based World Animal 
Protection says as many 
as 2,000 tame elephants 
are at risk of starvation be- 
cause their owners are un- 
able to feed them. 

Since last month, more than 
100 of the animals have 
marched from all over Chi- 
ang Mai to their homeland 
of Mae Chaem, which is 
dotted with villages where 
members of the Karen eth- 


nic minority live and tradi- 
tionally keep elephants. 
Save Elephant's founder, 
Saengduean Chailert, said 
the project to bring unem- 
ployed elephants home 
was launched in response 
to appeals from their own- 
ers. 

Her group promotes set- 
tling elephants where they 
can live alongside villagers 
in sustainable eco-friendly 
communities. It believes 
the animals are abused at 
many high-profile tourist at- 
tractions. 

Sadudee Serichevee owns 
four elephants in Chiang 
Mai's Mae Wang district. He 
followed the foundation's 
approach in setting up his 
own small Karen Elephant

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Clashes between Arabs, 
non-Arabs in Sudan 
province kill 30 


CAIRO (AP) — Suda- 
nese authorities say 
tribal clashes between 
Arabs and non-Arabs in 
the country’s South Dar- 
fur province have left at 
least 30 people dead 
and a dozen wounded. A 
statement from the Prime 
Minister’s office says the 
clashes erupted on Tues- 
day and continued into 
Wednesday but have 
since subsided. The fight- 
ing poses a significant 
challenge to efforts by 
Sudan’s transitional gov- 
ernment to end decades- 
long rebellions in areas 
of the country including 
Darfur. Tensions between 


the Arab and non-Arab 
tribes date back to the 
Darfur conflict that be- 
gan in 2003, when ethnic 
Africans rebelled, accus- 
ing the Arab-dominated 
Sudanese government of 
discrimination. 

The government of for- 
mer President Omar al- 
Bashir in the capital Khar- 
toum at the time was 
accused of retaliating 
by arming local nomadic 
Arab tribes and organiz- 
ing them into a militia 
known as the Janjaweed 
and unleashing them on 
civilian populations. The 
militias became notorious 
for massacres and rapes. 


Flooding in Kenya 
has killed nearly 
200 in past 3 weeks

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — 

Kenya's government says 
at least 194 people have 
been killed in the last 
three weeks by flooding 
caused by heavy rains. 
Minister Eugene Wa- 
malwa said Wednesday 
that over 100,000 people 
have been displaced 
from their homes. Kenya 
is in its first rainy season 
of the year. Its second 
rainy season late last year 
saw unusually high rain- 
fall after droughts in pre- 


vious years. More than 
120 people died from 
flooding and mudslides. 
Aid groups worry that 
the new flooding com- 
plicates efforts to cope 
with both the coronavirus 
pandemic and the worst 
locust outbreak Kenya 
has seen in 70 years. Save 
the Children has said the 
three natural disasters will 
devastate the chances 
of survival for malnour- 
ished children in Kenya 
and neighboring Somalia 
and Ethiopia especially 
as crops are destroyed.Q 


Powerful earthquake 
shakes Indonesia; 
no injuries expected 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) 

— A powerful earthquake 
shook islands in eastern 
Indonesia on Wednesday 
evening, but no damage 
or injuries were expected. 
The quake measured a 
preliminary magnitude 
6.8 and was centered be- 
low the sea at a depth of 
107 kilometers (67 miles), 
the U.S. Geological Sur- 
vey said. It was located 
205 kilometers (128 miles) 
northwest of the nearest

The earthquake triggered 
moderate shaking and 
was unlikely to cause in- 
juries or economic losses, 
USGS said.

HAVANA (AP) — Rarely 
used in Latin America out- 
side hospitals before the 
coronavirus pandemic, 
face masks are now com- 
pulsory for subway riders, 
supermarket shoppers and 
even joggers in some coun- 
tries — and they're becom- 
ing a colorful part of the 
region's daily life. 

Motifs showing up on masks 
are varied, often reflecting 
local cultures. There are 
lucha libre-themed masks 
in Mexico, logos of soccer 
clubs in Argentina, Batman 
characters in Peru and col- 
orful swimsuit prints in Co- 
lombia. 

Some activists sport masks 
with political statements. 
"It’s a garment that has a 
strong visual impact," says 
Lauren Fajardo, one of the 
owners of Cuban fashion 
brand Dador. "It is also a 
way to express yourself. I 
don't even have to talk for 
someone to see what l'm 
trying to say with my face 
mask." 

When the virus first started 
to spread in Latin America, 
pharmacies quickly ran 
out of conventional face 
masks, pushing up prices 
and even forcing medical 
personnel to go without 
them. But with lockdowns 
putting the brakes on busi- 
ness activity, local manu- 
facturers reacted quickly, 
and grassroots producers 
also jumped in. 

In Plavana, women work- 
ing at home on their sew- 
ing machines used leftover 
fabric to make free face 
masks for neighbors. In Rio

de Janeiro, samba schools 
suspended production of 
flashy Carnival costumes 
and began churning out 
colorful masks. 

Guatemalan President 
Alejandro Giammattei ap- 
peared on television wear- 
ing a mask emblazoned 
with the country's name, 
and his government com- 
missioned the production 
of 4 million of the masks 
that were handed out for 
free. 

In Peru's capital, designer 
John Sanchez stopped 
printing designs on mugs 
and T-shirts, and used his 
equipment to make face 
masks with patriotic slogans 
like "Resist Peru" or with the 
logos of institutions like the 
national police force. 

"My previous production 
ground to a halt," Sanchez 
said. "So I started to make 
face masks that had an 
added value — like mes- 
sages that keep people 
positive." 

More than 40 fashion com- 
panies in Colombia are 
producing masks, including 


several swimwear brands 
whose bikinis usually sell for 
$100 through U.S. retailers 
like Nordstrom's, Blooming- 
dales and Amazon. The 
masks are made with the 
same colorful prints of tou- 
cans, jaguars, humming- 
birds and other tropical 
motifs as the swimsuits. 

"We wanted to be part of 
what is happening in the 
world right now" said Car- 
olina Ordoñez, chief de- 
signer at Palo Rosa beach- 
wear, a Bogota company 
with 15 seamstresses. "We 
also needed to find work 
for the people who sew for 
us, so we are reinventing 
ourselves." 

In Bolivia, the Mujeres Cre- 
ando feminist association is 
making masks that empha- 
size womens’ rights. "Stay- 
ing at home is not the same 
as staying quiet," says one 
message. 

Many entrepreneurs think 
masks will be popular for 
some time. 

'They're here to stay," said 
designer Leon Campa, 
who runs Benik, a Mexican 
company that makes col- 
orful wallets, pencil cases 
and backpacks inspired by 
the country's cultural mo- 
tifs. The company, based 
in the central state of Gua- 
najuato, now makes 500 
face masks each day that 
feature similar prints. 
Campa expects masks to 
continue evolving. 

"Shoes would be a good 
comparison," he said. "You 
can live without them, but 
using them provides bene- 
fits, and they've evolved in 
all kinds of sizes, styles, col- 
ors and materials. "□

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Here come COVID-19 tracing apps - and privacy trade-offs

As governments around 
the world consider how to 
monitor new coronavirus 
outbreaks while reopening 
their societies, many are 
starting to bet on smart- 
phone apps to help stanch 
the pandemic. 

But their decisions on which 
technologies to use — and 
how far those allow authori- 
ties to peer into private lives 
— are highlighting some 
uncomfortable trade-offs 
between protecting priva- 
cy and public health. 

"There are conflicting in- 
terests," said Tina White, 
a Stanford University re- 
searcher who first intro- 
duced a privacy-protect- 
ing approach in February. 
"Governments and public 
health (agencies) want to 
be able to track people" to 
minimize the spread of CO- 
VID-19, but people are less 
likely to download a volun- 
tary app if it is intrusive, she 
said. 

Containing infectious dis- 
ease outbreaks boils down 
to a simple mantra: test, 
trace and isolate. Today, 
that means identifying 
people who test positive 
for the novel coronavirus, 
tracking down others they 
might have infected, and 
preventing further spread 
by quarantining everyone 
who might be contagious. 
That second step requires 
an army of healthcare 
workers to question coro- 
navirus carriers about re- 
cent contacts so those 
people can be tested and 
potentially isolated. 
Smartphone apps could 
speed up that process by 
collecting data about your 
movements and alerting 
you if you've spent time 
near a confirmed corona- 
virus carrier. The more de- 
tailed that data, the more 
it could help regional gov- 
ernments identify and con- 
tain emerging disease "hot 
spots." But data collected 
by governments can also 
be abused by govern- 
ments — or their private- 
sector partners. 

Some countries and local 
governments are issuing 
voluntary government-de- 
signed apps that make in- 
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formation directly available 
to public health authorities. 
In Australia, more than 3 
million people have down- 
loaded COVIDSafe, an app 
touted by the prime minis- 
ter, who compared it to the 
ease of applying sunscreen 
and said more app down- 
loads would bring about a 
"more liberated economy 
and society." Utah is the 
first U.S. state to embrace 
a similar approach with an 
app called Healthy Togeth- 
er, developed by a social 
media startup previously 
focused on helping young 
people hang out with near- 
by friends. 

Both these apps record a 
digital trail of the strangers 
an individual encountered. 
Utah's goes even further, 
using a device's location 
to help track which restau- 
rants or stores a user has 
visited. 

The app is "a tool to help 
jog the memory of the per- 
son who is positive so we 
can more readily identify 
where they've been, who 
they've been in contact 
with, if they choose to allow 
that," said Angela Dunn, 


Utah's state epidemiologist. 
A competing approach 
under development by 
tech giants Apple and 
Google limits the informa- 
tion collected and anony- 
mizes what it pulls in so that 
such personalized tracking 
isn't possible. 

Apple and Google have 
pushed for public health 
agencies to adopt their 
privacy-oriented model, 
offering an app-building 
interface they say will work 
smoothly on billions of 
phones when the software 
rolls out sometime in May. 
Germany and a growing 
number of European coun- 
tries have aligned with that 
approach, while others, 
such as France and the 
UK, have argued for more 
government access to app 
data. 

Most coronavirus-tracking 
apps rely on Bluetooth, a 
decades-old short-range 
wireless technology, to lo- 
cate other phones nearby 
that are running the same 
opp. 

The Bluetooth apps keep 
a temporary record of the 
signals they encounter. If 
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one person using the app 
is later confirmed to have 
COVID-19, public health 
authorities can use that 
stored data to identify and 
notify other people who 
may have been exposed. 
Apple and Google say that 
apps built to their specifica- 
tions will work across most 
iPhones and Android de- 
vices, eliminating compat- 
ibility problems. They have 
also forbidden govern- 
ments to make their apps 
compulsory and are build- 
ing in privacy protections 
to keep stored data out of 
government and corpo- 
rate hands and ease con- 
cerns about surveillance. 
For instance, these apps 
rely on encrypted "peer 
to peer" signals sent from 
phone to phone; these 
aren’t stored in govern- 
ment databases and are 
designed to conceal indi- 
vidual identities and con- 
nections. Public-health 
officials aren't even in the 
loop; these apps would 
notify users directly of their 
possible exposure and urge 
them to get tested. 

In the U.S., developers are 


pitching their apps directly 
to state and local govern- 
ments. In Utah, the social 
media company Twenty 
sold state officials on an 
approach combining Blue- 
tooth with satellite-based 
GPS signals. That would let 
trained health workers help 
connect the dots and dis- 
cover previously hidden 
clusters of infection. 

"It's unlikely that automat- 
ed alerts are going to be 
enough," said Jared All- 
good, Twenty's chief strat- 
egy officer and a Utah resi- 
dent, citing estimates that 
the peer-to-peer models 
would need most people 
participating to be effec- 
tive. 

North and South Dako- 
ta are pursuing a similar 
model after a local startup 
repurposed its existing Bison 
Tracker app, originally de- 
signed to connect fans of 
North Dakota State Univer- 
sity's athletic teams. 
Regardless of the ap- 
proach, none of these 
apps will be effective at 
breaking chains of viral in- 
fections unless countries 
like the U.S. can ramp up 
coronavirus testing and hire 
more health workers to do 
manual outreach. 

Another big limitation: 
many people, particularly 
in vulnerable populations, 
don't carry smartphones. 

In Singapore, for instance, a 
large migrant worker popu- 
lation lives in cramped 
dorms, makes about $15 a 
day, and powers the city's 
previously booming con- 
struction industry — but 
smartphone usage in this 
group is low. When the 
Southeast Asian city-state 
launched its app Trace- 
Together in March, total 
confirmed COVID-19 cases 
were well under 1,000. Then 
in early April, a rash of new 
infections in worker dormi- 
tories pushed that number 
to more than 18,000, trig- 
gering new lockdown poli- 
cies. 

"If we can find a way to 
automate some of the 
detective work with tech- 
nology, I think that would 
be a significant help," said 
Nadia Abuelezam, a dis- 
ease researcher at Boston 
College. "It won't be all we 
need.'Q

Welcome to summer in 
the great indoors. Parents 
around the country are 
learning their children's 
summer camps will be can- 
celed, delayed or moved 
online as the fallout from 
the coronavirus seeps into 
another facet of American 
life. From New Hampshire 
to California, camps and 
parents are scrambling as 
Zoom campfires and "vir- 
tual cabins" in the living 
room become more likely. 
It's a blow for children — 
and their parents — who 
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have spent weeks cooped 
up during school closures 
and had considered camp 
a reward for adhering to 
weeks of social isolation 
and homeschooling. It also 
will squeeze nonprofits that 
rely on the infusion of cash 
from camp payments and 
put young counselors out 
of work. 

"When we finally found out 
that schools were going to 
be closed for the rest of the 
year, I was like, 'Well, there's 
always summer camp.' I 
was really holding out for 
that," said Rasha Habiby of 
Los Angeles. 

Her 10-year-old daughter's 
first-ever sleep-away camp 
has been canceled, and 
they're both devastated. 
Habiby and her husband 
have demanding work 
schedules but kept their 
kids away from her parents 
to avoid possibly spreading 
the virus. Now, she said she 
may be forced to ask them 
to baby-sit. 

"I panic. I cry. I do all those 
things. But what other op- 
tions are there?" Habiby 
said. "I know we're not the 
only ones in this situation. 
I'm keenly aware of that 
— but somehow it doesn't 
make it any easier." 

An estimated 20 million 
U.S. children attend sum- 
mer camp each year, fu- 
eling an $18 billion industry 
that employs over a million 
seasonal workers, accord- 


ing to the American Camp 
Association. The associa- 
tion, which represents more 
than 3,100 camps, has 
hired independent health 
experts to draft recommen- 
dations for camps, and 
many still hope to open, 
said Tom Rosenberg, group 
president and CEO. Camps 
also are awaiting guid- 
ance from the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention and input from 
state and local health de- 
partments, he said. 

"Most camps are not asking 
if they're going to open but 
how they're going to open. 
It's essential," Rosenberg 
said. "Right now, 20 million 
kids that would normally 
be going to camp are cast 
adrift in a sea of screens." 
Camp Walt Whitman, a 
seven-week overnight 
camp in New Hampshire's 
remote White Mountains, 
sent parents a letter with 
three options: canceling, 
postponing or going for- 
ward with social distanc- 
ing and other precautions. 
The camp, which charges 
$13,000 for the full session, 
will decide after May 20, 
director Jed Dorfman said. 
For smaller camps, cancel- 
ing could mean financial 
ruin. Many nonprofits rely 
on camp fees for their bud- 
gets and to pay contracts 
signed in advance. Some 
that have canceled are 
urging parents to donate 


all or part of the tuition or 
apply it to next year. 

That backfired for Galileo 
Learning, a San Francisco- 
area camp that enrolls 
thousands of children, after 


it canceled and credited 
families for next year. After 
an outcry, the company 
asked parents whether 
they would like a full or 
partial refund or a credit. 
A Galileo statement said it 
had laid off or furloughed 
more than 80% of year- 
round staff. Other camps 
are racing to move online. 
Interlochen Arts Camp, 
which enrolls 2,800 kids and 
teens from 50 countries 
in its prestigious summer 
program in Michigan, will 
switch to virtual lessons and 
workshops while making 


the session shorter, presi- 
dent Trey Devey said. 

The Girl Scouts of Oregon 
and southwest Washington 
canceled in-person camps 
for thousands but will roll 
out virtual experiences in 
June, said Allie Roberts, di- 
rector of programs for the 
Girl Scouts in 33 Oregon 
counties and three coun- 
ties in Washington state. 

The Girl Scouts' 111 councils 
nationwide are each find- 
ing an approach that suits 
their region and member- 
ship. "It’s a heartbreaking 
decision but it’s the right 
decision for the safety of 
our girls," Roberts said. 
Other camps are shutting 
down completely. Admin- 
istrators in Florida realized it 
was impossible to practice 
proper social distancing 
at Camp Kiwanis, a sleep- 
away camp tucked along 
a lake in the Ocala Nation- 
al Forest. Each week, over 
100 kids spend four nights 
and then go back to their 
homes in Marion County, 
which is seeing new coro- 


navirus cases daily, camp 
director Scott Mitchell said. 
The camp has been a fix- 
ture for 72 years, and one- 
quarter of the children get 
scholarships from the local 
Kiwanis Club, he said. 

"Go on Netflix and find the 
cheesiest summer camp 
movie you can find, and 
that's us. It's a traditional, 
good old-fashioned sum- 
mer camp," Mitchell said. 
"It's kind of a sad day for 
our community.... But if you 
look at other places that 
have really been hit, it's a 
small price to pay.'Q

Small Island States, such as 
Aruba, are lacking land for 
massive agricultural devel- 
opment, so growing verti- 
cally and indoors is a great 
opportunity to become 
more self-sufficient, and 
partly independent on agri- 


crop import. This project is a 
collaboration between the 
University of Aruba and the 
University of Leuven. They 
will investigate the possibili- 
ties of indoor vertical farm- 
ing on the small island of 
Aruba. They will optimize 
the ideal conditions with 
respect to climate and 
light quantity and quality to 
grow plants in a controlled 
indoor farm. They will grow 
favorable specialty crops 
(such as strawberries) with 
a short storage life, to re- 
duce the dependency 
of import. They also have 
the ambition to translate 
knowledge on plant physi- 
ology and photobiology, to

Development of an opti- 
mized sustainable waste 
management system for 
Aruba

eit Leuven) Rapidly increas- 
ing waste generation is 
posing significant challeng- 
es to small island devel- 
oping states (SIDS) where 
geographic isolation, high 
population densities, lim- 
ited regulatory frameworks 
and competing land uses 
compound issues related 
to municipal solid waste 
(MSW) management. This 
is particularly the case in 
Aruba where the majority 
of waste has been depos- 
ited without pre-treatment 
at landfill. The main aim of 
this PhD research is to im- 
prove MSW management 
by maximizing local reuse 
and recycling as well as 
employing energy and re- 
source recovery technolo- 



gies, taking into account 
the specific socio-econom- 
ic context of Aruba. Inves- 
tigated technologies may 
include the fermentation 
of organic fractions, small- 
scale waste incineration 
with energy recovery or 
component remanufactur- 
ing technologies. The de- 
velopment of these waste 
management systems will 
be based on life cycle and 
material flow analysis. Re- 
search is incipient with fo- 
cus being placed on data 
collection and identifica- 
tion of data gaps as it re- 
lates to waste mass flows 
and composition as well as 
the waste collection and 
treatment strategies cur- 
rently being employed on 
the island.

ORANJESTAD — Something 
that is necessary is con- 
sidered ‘essential'. Breath- 
ing, the ability to drink 
water, eat, digest and ab- 
sorb your food is metaboli- 
cally essential. Metabolic 
or metabolism means, the 
breakdown and changing 
of food into energy to fuel 
the body. 

When a clinical nutrition- 
ist discusses metabolism of 
food, they include three 
food groups, protein, fat 
and carbohydrates. Pro- 
tein is found in animal 
muscle and organ, such 
as meat, fish, poultry, eggs 
and dairy. Proteins exist 
throughout your body in 
everything from muscles 
and organs to bones, skin, 
and hair. The body does 
not store protein like it does 
other nutrients. Complete 
sources of protein which 


contain all the amino acids 
your body needs to func- 
tion effectively are called 
essential. Essential amino 
acids cannot be made by 
the body, they must come 
from your food. 

Plant-based foods rich in 
protein include lentils, nuts, 
beans, peas, certain fruit, 
such as avocados, grains 
like; hemp, quinoa, millet 
and amaranth. Many veg- 
etables also contain high 
amounts of protein. Wheth- 
er you are getting it from 
animal or plant source, it is 
essential to good health to 
eat protein. The worse med- 
ical advice has been to eat 
“fat free” and take choles- 
terol lowering medication. 
Your brain is 60% fat, so why 
do you want to reduce 
the amount of fat you eat. 
Cholesterol, a fat-like sub- 
stance is naturally made by 
the body. Most of the cho- 
lesterol in our bloodstream 
75%, is produced by the liv- 


er, and only the remaining 
25% comes from the foods 
we eat. Many animal and 
vegetable fats and oils are 
called Fatty acids. 

Essential fatty acids, neces- 
sary for the body are poly- 
unsaturated (healthy). That 
are synthesized by plants, 
not your body and there- 
fore are dietary require- 
ments. Foods and oils with 
high amounts of polyunsat- 
urated fats include olive oil, 
walnuts, sunflower seeds, 
flax seeds or flax oil, oily fish, 
such as: salmon, mackerel, 
herring, albacore tuna, 
and trout. Not only are they 
essential, for you, polyun- 
saturated and monoun- 
saturated fats are healthy. 
Older people with high 
cholesterol levels will live 
longer. The fat from food is 
a major source of energy. It 
helps you absorb some of 
your vitamins and minerals. 
Fat is needed to build cell 
membranes or walls as well 



as the protective cover sur- 
rounding nerves. Fat is es- 
sential for blood clotting, 
muscle movement, reduc- 
ing inflammation and mak- 
ing hormones like estrogen, 
testosterone and adrena- 
lin. Cholesterol is essential 
for your body to produce 
vitamin D, necessary for 
absorption of calcium from 
your food. Dark green, 
leafy vegetables are the 
best available sources of 
calcium. 

The third food group is car- 
bohydrates. The two main 
forms of carbohydrates are 
sugars (such as fructose, 
glucose, and lactose) and 
starches, which are found 
in foods such as starchy 
vegetables (potatoes, corn 
and beans) and grains like, 
rice, breads, and cereals. 
There are NO essential car- 
bohydrates. You will hear 
dieticians discussing “good 
carbohydrates and bad 
carbohydrates” but you do 
not need to eat any to be 
healthy. Generally, “Bad” 
carbohydrates are white. 
White bread, sugar, po- 
tatoes, rice and of course 
processed foods, snacks 
and sugary drinks. “Good” 
carbohydrates include 
whole grains, like pure oats, 
quinoa, brown rice, millet 
and amaranth. But they 
are not essential, you can 
live without them. There is 
a small amount of carbo- 
hydrates in vegetables, 
fruit, beans and milk prod- 
ucts, which also include 
healthier proteins and fats. 
Your body breaks down 
most carbohydrates into 
the sugar, glucose which 
is absorbed into the blood- 



stream. Although your 
brain is mostly fat, it runs 
on glucose, so your brain 
needs sugar or glucose. 
Some brain disorders have 
shown improvement with 
sugar made by the break- 
down of protein and/or fat, 
not carbohydrates. Your 
body breaks down fats into 
glycerol and fatty acids. 
These fatty acids can then 
be broken down directly 
for energy or can be used 
to make glucose through a 
multi-step process. In that 
process, your liver uses es- 
sential amino acids to cre- 
ate this glucose. 

Get The Point! Eating the 
freshest unprocessed food 
possible including your es- 
sential nutrients, amino 
acids and fatty acids, vi- 
tamins and minerals is vi- 
tal for good health. No or 
low-carb diets are not new, 
they have been around 
a long time and shown to 
work under many “diets" 
names. Nutritional science 
shows a low-carb diet re- 
duces appetite, supports 
abdominal fat loss, lowers 
triglycerides (“Bad” fats) 
increases good fats, reduc- 
es blood sugar and other 
health benefits. A clinical 
nutritionist can evaluate 
your individual needs and 
help you set up a personal 
plan addressing your best 
healthO
